I have been out of the office for several weeks. 

Xn reply to your major charges and allegations , I have nothing to add to what I 
said in my first letter to you. I have no apologies, corrections, or retractions 
to make. 

In regard to the host of subsidiary matters you advance, I regard them as either 
groundless or utterly irrelevant. 

If you have some question about why the Texas ACLU affiliate did or did not do 
thus and so in regard to Lee Oswald, I suggest you oontact the affiliate directly:

If you question the actions of the national ACLU, you should write to that office. 

In regard to lawsuits filed in New Orleans, I fail to see how or why we should 
act to prevent a citizen from filing a suit no matter how frivolous it might be 
deemed by the defendant. 

Nor do I see how or why we should act to force a news dealer to handle certain 
publications any more than we could or should act to prevent him from handling 
certain publications. 

Regardless of how you view them, these are simply not civil liberties questions. 

And, while I cannot imagine why it should be of any concern to you, you can see 
from the enclosure that the most recent ACLU release regarding the Garrison probe 
was issued by our national office in New York.
